Bakers Will Be Required te Stamp 
Their Names oa Their Bread and the 
Pelice Can at Amy Time Weigh 
Leaves Placed en Sale in Steres—A 
Measure Whieh May Break the 
Bakers’ Trust. 


The pries of bread must be in proportion to 
the price of flour. The crusade which has 
been carried on by the Posr-DIsrpaTou 
against the bakers’ trust is bearing fruit 
already, Tangible measures are now being 
taken to compel st. Louis bakers to reduce 
the price of bread until it Dears a legitimate 
ratio to the priee of flour. 

Delegate Henry Henning has inthe course 
of preparation an ordinance which will make 
Dakers furnish a 24 ounce loaf of 
bread forScents. The sizeof the loaf sow 
sold at that price is not more than 18 ounces 
and frequently it does not weigh more than 
16 or 17 ounces. The priee of bread ig 
exactly the same now when flour is retailed 
for $2.75 a barrel as it was when floar cost $4 
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75

or $4.50a barrel. Heretofore the baker has 
had things all his own ip & He was not 
compelled to guarantee the Weight of a loaf 
of breadand could fix his own price. Many 
complaints have deen made from time to 
time by purehasers, but the remonstrances 
had no effect forthe reason that breadis a 
necessity. People are obliged to buy it, and 
the bakers, knowing that they could sell 
their bread, have by combinations and trusts 
Kept up the price.

He Helles Bretherheed Hen Mast Net Be 
Removed Without Cause. 


PHILADELPHIA, Fa., Nov. 9.—Atty.-Gen. 
Olney has taken a hand inthe controversy 
between the Reading Receivers and tue 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, ruling in 
a letter to United States Judge Dallas, before 
whom the case is pending, that Brotherhood 
men may not De removed without cause. 
General Superintendent Sweigerd sum- 
moaned eleven men on Aug. Ib and said they 


mast abandon the Brotherhood or tueir 
positions. 

Uh cept. 17 the Receivers wrote that they 
would not recede from the position taken by 
the -uperintendent, announcing that their 
empioyes could not be union men. 

Auy.-Gen, Olney held, as amicus curiz, 
that organization is iaBur’s sole weapon 
agalust organized eapitai, and twat laborers 
may not be deprived of the right of member- 
ship In Organization. 

Especially is this trae When, as in this case, 
life insurance premiums have been pald to 
the organization. rie ruled (Bat the Readiag 
uad connived at the acquisition of the rights 
of membersuip by its empioyes, and tha: the 
Receivers were wrong. Me further held that 
the past policy of the company was of no 
moment, asthe court was now in control, 
and that tie court could not lay down a rule 
debarring members of aay Dut illegal organ- 
izations frum empicyment.
